Asked how Government _ selected 
persons for the Government Camp, Dr 
Selwyn-Clarke said that the Squat- 
ter's Camp at Jardino’s Lookout was 
established by the Medical Depart- 
ment, by permission of the Govern- 
ment, to enable squatters living in 
unauthorised and insanitary huts, at 
the outskirts of residential areas, 
suffering from Typhoid, Dysentery 
and other intestinal diseases, to erect 
huts. ‘These were pf an approved 
pattern, In proper ‘alignment, with 
particular attention to the needs of 
ventilation, fire-brenk and dralnage 
in an area under malarial and gen- 
|eral sanitary control, and provided 
with communal latrines’ and a pipe 
line water supply, etc. 


Residents of the unauthorised and 
insanitary huts were invited to return 
to their. own country with assistance 
In the form-of free passages and an 
ex-gratia payment for travelling ex~ 
penses, If they .were destitute and 
were unwilling and unable to return 
to their country of origin, such per- 
sons were offered food, shelter und 
medical services at the Pat Heung 
Medical Camp and.only when they 
were Hongkong citizens or refugees 
In employment, in neither case able 
to obtaln housing tn town tencments, 
were they granted the privilege of

It was quite truce, continued Dr 
Selwyn-Ciarke, that certain numbers 
of persons living at Jardine’s Lookout 
were in receipt of regular daily 
wages, and certain of these were 
employed in the Hongkong Tramways 
and other commercial undertakings. 
But it must be remembered 
that gross —_— overcrowding was 
the rule rather than the ex- 
ception in a Colony which nas 
been called upon to absorb something 
(lke 750,000 refugees in n population 
-of not much more than 1,000,000. It 
must also be remembered that rentS 
had risen considcrably since the Slno- 
Japanese war started and that con- 
siderably less shelter was avaliable 
for the same amount of money. Fur- 
thermore, the cost of essential food- 
stuffs had also risen very consider- 
ably and consequently real wages had 
fallen. These points justificd a some- 
what lenient outlook by Government, 
which would continue while the pre- 
sent.emertency lasted so that while 
it was true that several of the in- 
mates of the Government Camp were 
earning, useful wages, a daily in- 
ventory was taken in order to ex- 
clude the more properly secured re- 
fugees, :

‘Dean Wilson accepted the Invita- 
{lon to be Bishop of Singapore some 
wenths ago and was waiting. In- 
structions from Canterbury os to the 
pluce of his consecration. 

Although several Bishops now 
serving in Chino have been cone 
secrated here, all Bishops for service 
in a diocese directly under Canter- 
bury, such as the djocese of Singa- 
pore (which, incidentally includes 
the whole of the Malay Peninsula 
and Thailand) are always ‘con- 
secrated In England. On account of 
the war, however, a special exception 
is being made in this case, the delay 
in the «Archbishop's -declsion having 
heen due to the Jegal/technicalitics 
‘which had to be overcome. . 

It is understood that Bishops from 
Indla, -Ceyton, Rangoon, the Philip- 
pines and Provinces of China will 
be invited to attend the con- 
secration and that Bishop, Hall will 
probably be ono of the three selected 
for performing the ceremony.

HITLER DESERTED 


THE whole world was na- 
tounded yesterday when it heard 
of the desertion of Herr Rudolf 
Hess Hitler’s trusted deputy, 
with its consequent sequel of a 
parachute jump over. Scotland 
and the confinement ‘of Hess in 
a Glasgow hospital’ suffering 
from a broken ankle. The 
German ‘propaganda depart- 
ment, completely in the dark as 
to what had happened, did -its 
utmost to explain away the in- 
cident by putting out a vague 
report that Hess had become 
mentally deranged - and had 
taken a flight to an unknown 
destination with the intention of 
-committing-suicide.—Unhappily- 
for Goebbels and his chief, Hit- 
ler, Hess not only - refused to 
attempt suicide, but landed pre- 
cisely where he intended to in a 
perfectly normal frame of mind. 
Tirst reports indicate that apart 
from being completely sane, 
Hess also appears willing, even 
anxious to talk. 

It is not difficult to imagine 
the feelings of Hitler and Co.

‘took to purchasing their cannon 
and even their gunpowder from 
abroad. .Cannon balls, howevér, 
were mostly mado by their own 
arsenals, and this continued as 
long as the old muzzle-loading 
guns remained in vogue. ; 

These projectiles were gen- 
crally made of wrought iron, 
roughly hammered to a roundish 
shape, although cannon shots of 
cast jron-and brass were also’ 
manufactured. In cases 
emergency, the Chinese adopted 
a simple process of masa manu- 
. acture, that is, by placing a clay 
core ina mould, and then run- 
ning lead and pewter round it; 
the clay was left.inside and fired 
with the ball... By this method 
cannon balls of twelve pounds or 
more could be -turned out in 
quantity.

"Fairways And Sand Greens In 


Very Poor Shape 


- Macao Governor Interested. 
“(By “Birdio”) 


A WEEK-END VISIT 


was made to Macao on 


Sunday, and though an enjoyable day was spent, 
golf suffered terribly through the poor conditions 
of the course. It is, as it were, still in the rough, 
and the most imperative improvements should be 
the cutting ‘of the grass on the fairways and the 


softening of the greens. 


The greens are of clay and not even the thin loose 
surface of sand can temper the penalties for pitching 


thereon. 


In its present condition the course is a very 


“sporty” one, though a local: ruling makes one’s shot al- 
ways playable provided one is on the fairway. 


This ruling is that on the fair- 
way to the green it is permitted 
to tee up the bali—from outside 
the fairway one must play the 
ball where it lies. tle 


In this respect the course Is very 
playable, though .the length of the 
grass on the fairways provides a 

* fifty-ffty chance of ‘losing the ball! 


At the moment,’ however, there 
are dimculties in. the: way of im= 
provements that must be appreciated. 
Firstly, the coutse Js in the process 
of being draincd and conditions 
underfoot are ‘being made more 
comfortable. . 


As with the Country Club at 
Sheungshul, the clayed nature of the 
soit at Macao holds the rainwater 
for an unbelievably Jong time. But 
the work of drainage In under way 
at the moment. 


Until thle ts done, the levelling of 
various parts cannot be attended to, 
nor can the grass’ be cut except by 
hand until the course is level'ed. 


But on the approaches to the 
greens, I think, the effort should 
be made, .cven by hand, for the 
greens themsclves are very small, 
and it-wequires great accuracy 
to pitch on them. And when one 
pitches {t Is practically impossible 
to stay there. The only other way 
of getting there, therefore, ts to 
pitch and run and this cannot be 
fone when the grass Is as long 28 
it is. 


PERHAPS first, consideration 
should be given to the greens,. 
for they are the easier to deal 
with, At the moment, their 

. texture is like that of granite. 
Of course, the sun has been do- 
ing its share of the damage
